2 P. M. Tomorrow 


Traffic from Marin across 
the 
Richmond-San 
R a f a e l 
Bridge will drop down onto the 
lower deck about 2 p.m. tom or­ 
row, with westbound traffic 
from Contra Costa to make the 
switch from the upper deck 
within an hour later. The upper 
deck will be closed. 
Ben Balala, state resident en­ 
gineer on the 63-million-dollar 
bridge, said a barrier will be 
removed on the San Rafael 
end of the bridge about 2 p.m. 
Eastbound traffic will then use 
the lower deck and for the first 
tim e traffic will be routed 
through the section of the toll 
plaza south of the adm inistra­ 
tion building. 
When westbound traffic is 
“moving smoothly,” eastbound 
traffic will be switched to the 
lower deck, and the upper deck 
will be closed to all traffic. 
The rerouting is being made 
so the wooden ferry trestle on 
the Marin end of the bridge, 
now being used as the highway 
approach, can be demolished 
and replaced by a concrete 
structure. 
The trestle contractor, Jud- 
son Pacific-Murphy-Kiewit, has 
until October to complete the 
new approach and open both 
decks to traffic. However, some 
estim ates indicate it might be 
completed as early as late June 
or early July. 
The eastbound concrete tres­ 
tle, which parallels the wooden 
structure and will carry traffic 
starting tomorrow, took nearly

This 
usually happens at a high tide. 


GULLS FOLLOW TIDES 
When the tide goes out, the 
hoards of seagulls, many of 
which have come for the feast 
from as far as Alaska, will 
gorge themselves on the eggs 
which have been laid on the 
pilings, rocks and kelp beds. 
Fighting over the eggs, the sea­ 
gulls will also pick up an oc­ 
casional herring in the scram­ 
ble. 
Meanwhile, 
a 
num ber 
of 
seals usually get in on the 
fun. 
As for the fishermen, they 
usually come in goodly num­ 
bers to the wharves, and rocks 
along Tomales Bay, scene of 
the heaviest herring action, 
and along the San Francisco 
Bay fronts of Sausalito and 
Tiburon, Randolph said.

some fishermen haul nearly a 
ton of fish from the bottom in 
a day with their dip nets. Fam­ 
ilies come from all over the 
country to fish. 
The only way to take the 
eight-to-l()-inch shiny fish is by 
net. 
They weigh about four 
to a pound, Randolph said. 
According to A1 Giddings, 
state fish and game warden, 
there is not much commercial 
interest in the herring, but 
three or four local groups 
usually put out to fish for them .' 
He said the run usually be­ 
gins about this time of year 
at Tomales Bay and lasts about - 
40 days, with fresh waves of 
fish following the first spawn- 
ers which retire to the ocean. 
He said commercial demand 
Tor the fish is not too good, 
particularly since the state has 
banned catching herring for 
use as fertilizer. 
Otherwise, 
they bring only about eight 
cents a pound, he said. 
Giddings noted that a fish­ 
ing license is required for both 
sports and commercial fisher­ 
men.

He was 10 years old when 
the family boarded the City-of 
Chester in San Francisco on 
that 
fateful, 
foggy 
August 
morning for a trip to Eureka. 
A half-hour after she cut 
loose her moorings, the Ches­ 
ter was struck and sunk by the 
steamship Oceanic. Other mem­ 
bers of the family reached a 
lifeboat, but in the confusion, 
young Allen was thrown over­ 
board into the icy water. He 
was rescued minutes later. 
Curtis was born in Nevada. 
His father was a friend of Wil 
liam C. Ralston, San Francisco 
financial genius of the gold 
rush and Comstock Lode days, 
and named his son for his fa­ 
mous friend. 
Curtis is survived by his 
wife, Garniss H., and a son, 
Ralston, both of Ross.

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Congress Faces 2 
Rows On Rights 


WASHINGTON OB—'Two dis­ 
putes growing out of the na­ 
tional controversy over civil 
rights confronted congress to­ 
day on the eve of its new ses­ 
sion. 
The 85th Congress formally 
convenes at 9 a.m. PST tomor­ 
row, but most members al­ 
ready were on hand and at 
work. 
• 
Democratic members of the 
House gathered this morning 
for a caucus to choose party 
leaders and minor officials for 
the new session. 
MAIN PROBLEM 
But the principal problem 
before them was whether to 
discipline two members—Rep. 
Adam Clayton Powell (NY) and 
Rep. John Bell Williams (Miss) 
— who bolted the party in the 
November elections as a result 
of the civil rights issue. 
Republican House members, 
with no real issue among them, 
caucus this afternoon. 
In the Senate there was pre­ 
session skirmishing on a drive 
to do away with filibusters, the 
main weapon used by southern 
members to kill civil rights leg­ 
islation. 
MORNING SESSION 
A group of pro-civil rights 
senators scheduled a morning 
meeting in the office of Sen. 
Paul Douglas (D-Ill) to work out 
strategy for their anti-filibuster 
move. Southern senators were 
meeting in the afternoon in 
the office of Sen. Richard B. 
Russell (D-Ga) to map plans 
for fighting this move. 
The pro-civil rights group 
will introduce a resolution to­ 
morrow that the Senate adopt 
a new set of rules instead of 
merely continuing those in ef­ 
fect during previous session. 
This would pave the way for 
modifying 
Senate 
Rule 
22 
which permits filibusters un­ 
less 64 senators—two-thirds of 
the entire membership—vote 
to cut off debate. 
MOVE FAILED 
Russell said he expects both 
Democratic 
and 
Republican 
leaders to defend the idea that 
the 
Senate is a continuing 
body and that its present rules 
prevail. This happened in 1953 
when 
a 
similar 
motion 
to 
change the rules on opening 
day was tabled by a 71-to-20 
vote. 
Supporters of the anti-fili­ 
buster move gained a new ad­ 
herent last night. Sen. John 
Sherman Cooper (R-Ky) said 
he would vote for the rules 
change. 
In the 
House 
Democratic 
leaders predicted in advance of 
today’s caucus that Powell and 
Williams would be accepted— 
although not universally wel-

For about six and one-half 
million self-employed persons 
covered by old age and sur­ 
vivors insurance the rate went 
up from 3 per cent to 3n* per 
cent.

lites, among other miracles of 
the electronic age, engineering 
and science have reached a 
point of near perfection. In­ 
struments nobody ever dream­ 
ed of are measuring and calib­ 
rating 
things 
nobody 
ever 
thought could be accomplished 
to an astounding degree of 
speed and accuracy. 
It was with this thought in 
mind that we created a system 
of instruments to measure the 
speed 
and 
p o w e r 
in 
the 
punches of Sugar Ray Robin­ 
son and Gene Fullmer, who are 
fighting for the world middle­ 
weight championship in Madi­ 
son Square Garden tonight. 
The results of the tests, made 
on Dec. 18, with Fullmer, and 
on Dec. 19, with Robinson, are, 
of course, not entirely conclu­ 
sive on the outcome of the 
fight. 
But 
scientifically and 
electronically 
speaking, 
with 
human factors taken into con­ 
sideration, the “Punchoscope” 
or “Punchograph,” as they are 
calling our measuring devices, 
tell to a great extent not only 
an interesting story but also a 
fairly true one. 
Electronically, Gene Full­ 
mer will be the new middle­ 
weight c h a m p i o n of the 
world! 
The machines cannot lie on 
basic principles. The oscillo­ 
scope, which is used by the 
American services in nine mis­ 


sile programs and in one satel­ 
lite project, is the finest meas­ 
uring device in the world. The 
intervalometer 
measures 
the 
time interval and the accelero­ 
meter the speed and impact. 
These figures were translated 
into miies per hour and pounds 
of force. The entire system was 
triggered by a photo-electric 
cell attached to the regulation 
heavy punching bag which was 
used as the striking surface. 
The punches tested on the 
bag were 
a 
standard 
right 
cross, first with eight ounce 
gloves, 
then 
the 
six-ounce 
gloves that will be used in the 
fight; and a left jab with sixes 
only. 
With six ounce gloves Full­ 
mer threw a right cross at .a 
speed of 30.4 miles per hour 
with a force of 1,260 pounds. 
Robinson delivered the same 
punch with a speed of 15.2 
miles per hour and an impact 
of 1500 pounds — 240 pounds 
harder but with only half the 
speed of Fullmer. 
Fullmer's left jab, more of a 
semi-hook, traveled 17 miles 
per hour, faster even than Rob­ 
inson’s right cross, with a force 
of 1,035 pounds. Robinson, us­ 
ing a regulation jab, registered 
only 14 miles per hour and 460 
pounds. With the right cross 
and eight ounce gloves, Full­ 
mer punched at 22 miles per 
hour with 1150 pounds and 
Robinson, 19 miles per hour 
and 1,150 pounds. 
Fighters can “kid’* the hu­ 
man eye but they cannot play 
possum 
with 
electronics. 
In 
fighting, as in anything else, 
what you give you get. 
The results paint a picture 
of the fight that will stand 
up to any boxing expert’s 
analysis. 
Fullmer 
punched 
the bag the way he fights, 
with everything he has. De­ 
spite Robinson’s bigger punch 
with the one right cross, the 
overall picture shows Full­ 
mer stronger, faster and cer­ 
tainly expending more ener­ 
gy. 
Fullmer’s 
speed, 
they 


tell me, was surprising in 
view* of the fact that Robin­ 
son is considered one of the 
fastest punchers in boxing. 
The answer is simple. Robin­ 
son punches with delibera­ 
tion and his best punches 
come in combinations. 
Age, 
respective 
condition 
and individual talent natural­ 
ly must be considered. Full­ 
mer is 10 years younger than 
Robinson and it must be as­ 
sumed that both will be in top 
physical condition for the fight. 
Robinson’s talents as a boxer 
| and puncher must be, off the 
record, estimated as greater 
than Fullmer’s. However, this 
could be balanced by age and 
determination for 15 rounds. 
Electronics says he cannot. 
Science and engineering pre­ 
dict a Fullmer victory.

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Women Met Many Challenges 
Across The World During Year

NEW YORK OP)— The year 
1956 tested the mettle of the 
world . . . and of wmen. And 
women met the challenge. 
They fought side by side 
with men for freedom in Hun­ 
gary; they rose to new leader­ 
ship in government and poli­ 
tics: they died with courage. 
Women met the test of Leap 
year, too. They took a prince, 
a playwright, a singer, a gover­ 
nor off the list of eligible bach­ 
elors. 
They met the tragedies of a 
sinking ocean liner and chil­ 
dren kidnaped, the problems of 
record-high living costs, the 
controversy over racial segre­ 
gation. 
First, look at the women who 
drew the respect, prayers and 
tears of the world—the women 
of Hungary. 
They fought against impos­ 
sible odds, trying to free their 
country from Soviet rule. Mo­ 
thers and young girls battled 
Russian tanks and guns, led 
gangs to blow up armored cars 
with “Molotov cocktails.” 
WOMEN MOBILIZED 
Between the sieges, the wom­ 
en again became housewives. 
They ignored Soviet tanks to 
lay flowers on the tomb of Hun­ 
gary’s unknown soldier—a ges­ 
ture of defiance against the 
Russians and a tribute to those 
who died in the rebellion. 
In the Middle East, women 
were mobilized when 
Israel, 
France and Britain attacked 
Egypt, but returned home when 


the United Nations stepped in. 
Less military-minded women 
turned to the battle of Leap 
year. Love didn't conquer all 
the bachelors, but many of 
them were caught. 
The most publicized match 
was the fairy tale romance of a 
prince and a beautiful Ameri­ 
can movie star. 
Grace Kelly met Prince Rain­ 
ier of Monaco while she was 
making a film on the Riviera in 
1954. Late in 1955, Rainier vis­ 
ited the United States, told 
newsmen his dream girl was 
“gentle, with soft blue eyes 
and tawny hair” — just like 
Grace. 
But the engagament 
came as a surprise when the 
palace in Monte Carlo announc­ 
ed it Jan. 5. The Philadelphia- 
born girl on April 19 repeated 
the ancient vows which made 
her “Her Serene Highness, the 
Princess of Monaco,” holder of 
140 titles.

If 
you want some specialty, your 
choice will automatically be 
narrowed. Cornell, for exam­ 
ple, has an outstanding course 
in hotel management: Wiscon­ 
sin’s School of the Dance is 
known the country over; Ober- 
lin has a special course for mu­ 
sic majors; Antioch combines 
academic work and experience 


in the working world. From 
the catalogue you can learn 
about the special interests of 
each college. 
After you have read the ca­ 
talogue, try to visit as many of 
the colleges that sound attrac­ 
tive as you possibly can. Write 
to the Dean of Admissions and 
make an appointment. Deans 
are always glad to talk to pros­ 
pective students. You can get 
more of an idea of a place in 
a visit than from a printed 
lege. Perhaps your son or 
family group to visit some col- 
lege. Per haps your son or 
daughter can go alone during 
one of the vacations. 
Narrow your choice down to 
not more than half a dozen and 
to these your child can fill out 
application blanks.

“Most women do not know 
how to shampoo their hair,” 
says an outstanding hairdress­ 
er. “If they did do a good job 
of their own hair, our business 
wouldn’t be so good.” 
This coiffeur adds that when­ 
ever he shampoos the head of 
a woman who's been washing 
her own hair, he is amazed that 
it hasn’t fallen out because of 
her clogged-up scalp. 
“These women all seem to 
have the same scalp problem— 
little hard specks of soap, grime 
that accumulates from greas­ 
ing the hair and inviting dust 
to cling to it, and that brittle 
look that comes from spraying 
unclean hair to keep it set.”

Oglesby Removal 
On Engineers' Job 


Harbor Point special assess­ 
ment district, having settled 
one controversy at the Friday 
morning session of the Marin 
Board of Supervisors, promptly 
got into another one at the 
afternoon meeting. 
Settled at the morning meet­ 
ing was the question of pay­ 
ment to Morro Underground 
Construction Co. for certain 
work 
performed 
at

charge rates under a footnote 
to Morro’s bid for installing a 
sewer line at Harbor Point. 
The extra charges had resulted

the job. 
As the supervisors were ad­ 
journing their afternoon ses­ 
sion, Mill Valley attorney Har­ 
old Hayes, representing Har­ 
bor Point developer Sam Neid- 
er, appeared to ask the board 
to remove J. C. Oglesby from 
the position of engineer for 
the assessment district and sub­ 
stitute another engineer. 
Hayes told the board the 
Morro bid mixup and “other 
errors’’ have “already cost the 
district over $7.000,” and said 
the developer is unwilling to 
risk any further errors. 
Supervisors said the matter 
had come up briefly in the 
morning when attorney Ken­ 
neth Jones of the San Mateo 
firm 
of 
Kirkbride, 
Wilson, 
Harzfeld and Wallace (attor­ 
neys who specialize in assess­ 
ment district proceedings) told 
them Oglesby was willing to 
retire as district engineer on 
payment of a $50 fee owed him. 
Hayes said he had been talk­ 
ing to Oglesby and the latter 
said what was owed to him 
was not $50, but $6,200. 
Oglesby, contacted by the 
Independent-Journal, said nei­ 
ther version is right. He said 
what is owed to him is nearer 
$20,000 (but he declined to try 
to give an exact figure) and 
that he has not at any time in­ 
dicated a willingness to step 
out as engineer for the district.

Nineteen-fifty-six was a year 
of continued progress for the 
6th Antiaircraft Regional Com­ 
mand, which steadily extend­ 
ed and strengthened its Pacific 
Coast missile defense system, 
the command’s public informa­ 
tion office at Ft. Baker an­ 
nounced today. 
It was a year in which the 
Nike guided missile became by 
gar the major weapon of regu­ 
lar the major weapon of regu- 
troops guarding West Coast 
cities. The 120 millimeter and 
90mm guns, so long the stand­ 
by* of antiaircraft defense, 
were rapidly being converted 
to the new- missile artillery 
weapons. 
Guns— still import­ 
ant to overall Army antiair­ 
craft defense—were being tak­ 
en over by National Guard 
units. 
The 12-month period was 
highlighted by the Department 
of 
Defense 
decision 
which 
spelled out exclusive responsi­ 
bility for the Army in the field 
of 100 mile range land-based 
anti-air missiles used in point 
defense. 
NIKE FAM ILY 
The fact that Nike is a whole 
family of Army missiles and 
not just a single weapon was 
underlined by the recent an­ 
nouncement that henceforth 
the original Nike I would be 
called Nike-Ajax ’o distinguish 
this weapon, with which all 
ARAACOM (Antiaircraft Com­ 
mand) missile units are now 
armed, from a forthcoming ad­ 
vanced model. The new model, 
previously known as the Nike 
B, is now desiganted the Nike- 
Hercules. 
There was an announcement 
last spring of the Army’s “ Mis­ 
sile Master” fire direction sys­ 
tem which can automatically 
control and coordinate the fire 
of all Nike batteries within 
each missile-defended area. 
GUARD’S ROLE 
Great strides were made to­ 
ward building a strong Nation­ 
al Guard augmentation force 
which gradually was assuming 
more and more of the burden 
of 
antiaircraft 
artillery 
de­ 
fense, public information offi­ 
cers said. Lieut. Gen. Stanley 
R. 
Mickelsen, 
ARAACOM’s 
commander, disclosed that Na­ 
tional Guard units will even­ 
tually have guided missiles. 
The command was given re­ 
sponsibility for the training 
support 
of 
National 
Guard 
units of this force which have 
been designated to the Special 
Security Force of combat-ready 
units. 
These are ones which 
have demonstrated an ability 
to fulfill their assigned mis­ 
sions. 
During the past year 150 of 
the approximately 200 eligible 
National Guard units have been

By early 
December, contracts had been 
awarded for the construction 
or leasing of 336 housing units 
of a needed 1,249, for families 
of antiaircraft artillery per­ 
sonnel. 
3. An increase in the num­ 
ber of personnel in all enlist­ 
ed grades, capable of absorb­ 
ing missile training, for assign­ 
ment to existing and newly ac* 
tiviated Nike units. 
This was 
brought about by recruiting 
within the Army and from civil 
life. 
4. A boost in command wel­ 
fare and morale activities. 
A 
command-wide sports competi­ 
tion program was inaugurated 
and welfare fund grants pro­ 
vided for more athletic and 
recreational facilities at sites. 
This meant more and better 
dayrooms and the construction 
of 
multi - purpose 
athletic 
courts. 
The first in a series 
of command-sponsored sports 
tournaments was held in Sep­ 
tember at Fort Baker, bring­ 
ing together softball teams 
from each of the five regional 
commands. 
Another was held 
in December at Selfridge Air 
Force Base, Mich., for the vol­ 
leyball 
championship, 
which 
was won by San Francisco’s 
752dAAA Battalion. 
5. The organization of a uni­ 
fied command chaplaincy. 
A 
senior chaplain was appointed 
at Army Antiaircraft Command 
headquarters and chaplains as­ 
signed to regions to coordin­ 
ate the work of chaplains ser­ 
ving units in the field. 
In August, Brig. Gen. Legare 
K. Tarrant became command­ 
er of the 6th Antiaircraft Reg­ 
ional Command at Fort Baker, 
and all West Coast Army Anti­ 
aircraft units.

Real Estate Increasingly 


Popular Investment 


Long noted for its safety, 
real estate is becoming a more 
attractive investment by the 
day because of the interaction 
of a vigorously growing de­ 
mand and a fixed supply of 
land, Gerry Eastman, outgoing 
president of the Marin County 
Real Estate Board said today. 
“ While not discounting the 
characteristic 
advantages 
of 
various types of investments, 
a growing number of investors 
look upon bonds as too vulner­ 
able to inflation and common 
stocks as too risky or niggard­ 
ly in yield,” Eastman observed. 
“ Real estate values, on the oth­ 
er hand, move with the pur­ 
chasing power of the dollar, 
and are now more than ever 
reflecting evergrowing use of 
land by home builders, indus­ 
trialists, and farmers.” 
Underlying the current in­ 
terest in real estate as an in­ 
vestment, the Marin County 
realtors executive said, is the 
observation 
of 
one 
expert: 
"They aren’t making much real 
estate any more, but there are 
more and more people to use 
what’s available.” 
To illustrate his contention 
that real estate is pulling ahead 
of other competitive outlets for 
the investment dollar, Eastman 
cited the following facts com­ 
piled by the National Assn. of 
Real Estate Boards with which 
the Marin board is affiliated: 
1. American industry is well 
on its way to realizing its plans 
for a 35-billion-dollar expan­ 
sion in plant and equipment 
this year—all of which means 
a brisk market in land for in­ 
dustrial uses. 
2. Current indications are 
that new home construction 
will run in the neighborhood of 
1.1 million units or more in 
1956— a continuation of the 
million plus level of recent 
years—which indicates a con­ 
tinuing expansion of suburban 
real estate. 
3. As a result of the two fore­ 
going factors, plus the lure of 
part-time farms for many fam­ 
ilies, the research division of 
NAREB reported recently that 
individuals, home builders and 
industralists 
in 
some 
areas 
“are engaged in brisk compe­ 
tition for available and suit­ 
able land” adjacent to cities. 
4. As a result of this brisk 
competition and the 
recent 
trend calling for larger farms, 
about 1.4 million farms have 
“disappeared” 
between 
1940 
and 1954. 
5. Farm land values are at 
all-time highs, according to the 
Department of Agriculture, re­ 
flecting “an apparently wide­ 
spread opinion that farm land 
is a desirable long term invest­ 
ment.” The nation’s farm real 
estate assets on the first of 
this year were 102.7 billion dol­ 
lars, which represents an aver­ 
age value of $88.65 per acre 
for the 1,158 million acres in 
farms across the nation. 
“These facts, plus the pend­ 
ing multi-billion dollar nation­ 
al highway program which will 
open new residential communi­ 
ties and decentralize many re­ 
tail business areas, add up to 


one clear conclusion,” Eastman 
said. 
“ Real estate— which proved 
its comparative safety when it 
stood up far better than se­ 
curities in the depression o£ 
the early 1930s—is more than 
able to hold its own with other 
forms of Investment. When, 
just to cite one example, the 
life insurance companies of the 
nation are increasing their real 
estate holdings more than their 
stock holdings, the individual 
will do well to give additional 
consideration to real estate as 
an investment.” 


Soldier Jailed 
For Raping 
Baby Sitter 


A 25-year-old Ft. Cronkhite 
soldier was jailed Saturday af­ 
ter a 15-year-old baby sitter 
accused him of rape. The arrest 
of Pvt. Ruffus Pleasant Farrell 
was the fifth apprehension this 
month involving rape and Ma­ 
rin-based soldiers. 
According to police reports, 
the girl said Farrell attacked 
her Saturday morning in his 
home at 69 S;mnyside avenue 
while his wife was away. Po­ 
lice said Farrell had had an ar­ 
gument with his wife, Norma, 
and she left her 5-year-old 
daughter with the baby sitter. 
Mrs. Farrell went to work in 
San Francisco and Farrell re­ 
ported for duty at his unit, Bat­ 
tery D. 441st AA Missile Batta- 
lion. When he returned later 
he attacked the baby sitter, po­ 
lice reported. 
Farrell was arrested after 
the baby sitter complained to 
his wife who called police. Far­ 
rell denied the assault though 
a doctor’s examination con­ 
firmed the girl’s story, police 
said. The soldier was held with­ 
out bail in Marin County Jail. 
Rape charges against two 
other Ft. Cronkhite soldiers 
were dismissed last week after 
the 38-year-old woman they 
were accused of attacking re­ 
fused to testify. Two Ft. Baker 
soldiers were turned over to 
military authorities last week 
after they were accused of at­ 
tacking two Marin girls.

5 ° !!? 
For Boat Launching Ramp 


It may seem a little early in a new 
year to think about boating, but it cer­ 
tainly isn't too early to start thinking 
about how we can improve next season s 
enjoyment. 
One tiling which hampers many Marin 
boat owners, at least those with trailer 
or car-top vessels, is a convenient place 
from which to launch them. We think 
we have an idea worth considering for 
such a launching site. 
The old redwood bridge across Rich­ 
ardson Bay is no more. In its place is a 
new concrete span, much higher and 
wider. 
But that vacant place on the 
bay where the redwood bridge stood is 
still owned by the state. Both the land 
at each end and most of of the water 
over which it formerly carried traffic, is 
state-owned and controlled. 
In the new traffic routing which is 


making Highway 101 a freeway, a serv­ 
ice road runs from the east to the west 
side of the highway underneath the new 
bridge. At the point where the old red­ 
wood bridge formerly touched the Alto 
side, the service road will only be about 
seven feet above the water. 
Such a spot would be ideal for launch­ 
ing small boats. A ramp could be built 
all on state-owned land; the service road 
would provide easy access whether you 
were headed either north or south. 
There may be some problem involved in 
finding a suitable parking area, but we 
don't lthink that this is an insoluable 
problem. 
We think that local and state authori­ 
ties, egged on by the local yachtsmen, 
should get together right away on how 
best that area can be used for boat 
launching. 


Let's Finish Job Against Polio 


In the first year of trial for the Salk 
vaccine, it has made an impressive rec­ 
ord against infantile paralysis. There is 
no longer any doubt that the vaccine is 
an effective weapon. The statistics indi­ 
cate that as many as 90 per cent of those 
vaccinated receive protection. 


Less impressive are the figures show­ 
ing 
public 
acceptance of the serum. 
There still remains considerable reluc­ 
tance on the part of the general public 
to obtain this protection. Of the esti­ 
mated 97 million people in this country 
under 36 years of age, who are poten-

tial polio victims, only a small percenta- 
age has received treatment. 
Thus the March of Dimes campaign, 
which gets under way today, has double 
work if it is to match its slogan of “Let’s 
finish the job.” Finishing the job means 
both finding sure protection for the 
other 10 per cent of the people being 
vaccinated, and in encouraging the mil­ 
lion unprotected to take no further 
chances. 
These are admirable goals. We hope 
that you will once again participate, and 
generously, in the annual March of 
Dimes. 


Whisker Expert Says Sideburns 


Popular During Times Of Unrest 


NEW YORK W—1The Elvis 
Presley sideburns have be­ 
come something of a badge of 
honor among the teen-age 
rock ’n’ roll crowd. 
It could be a lot worse. 
What if they were old enough 
to grow handlebar mustaches 
—or honest beards? 
Many of us red-blooded, 
clean-shaven elders who rage 
against the Presley-style side­ 
burns forget the hirsute sins 
of our own youth. 


IF ANY BALDING grandpa 
will just thumb through the 
family album to a portrait of 
himself, when he was a dash­ 
ing youth “cakeater” in the 
flaming 1920s, what will he 
see? He will see a youthful 
caricature in wide pants, a 
pork pie hat — and wearing 
sideburns. And if he’s foxy 
grandpa, he’ll tear the picture 
out of the album so his grand- 
kids never get to see how 
ridiculous he looked when 
young. 
One man with an historical 
perspective on the Elvis Pres­ 
ley-inspired vogue for side­ 
burns is Meyer Shnitzler, who 
may know as much about 
whiskers as anyone in Amer­ 
ica. 


SHNITZLER, vice president 
in charge of research for the 


Gillette safety razor, has made 
a lifelong study of man’s re­ 
lations to 
his 
w h i s k e r s 
through the ages. Here is 
what he has to say about the 
new juvenile rage for side­ 
burns: 


“They apparently come into 
vogue during periods of un­ 
rest and especially in post­ 
war eras. 


“This 
whisker trim 
was 
named after Gen. Ambrose 
Burnside, a Civil War officer, 
whose colorful sideburns set 
a fad among young Union sol­ 
diers. 


“What he was to them and 
Rudolph Valentino — remem­ 
ber his sideburns? — was to 
the youngsters in the 1920s, 
Elvis Presley is to the rock 
’n’ roll crowd today. 


“WHAT’LL HAPPEN? Why, 
they’ll outgrow the idea.” 
Shnitzler. a tall, scholarly- 
looking scientist, bristles like 
a porcupine with statistics on 
whiskers. He believes that his 
firm is the only corporation 
in America that encourages 
its employees to come to work 
unshaven — and whack off 
their whiskers on company 
time, so they can be used to 
test company products. About 
20 per cent of the employees 
take up the offer.

IF ALL THIS were one 
whisker, it would reach to the 
moon and back (not a bad 
idea, at that!), and if it were

pounds. 


Try to roll that with your 
hoop! 
Furthermore, 
if 
all 
the 
growth in just one man’s 30,- 
000 whiskers were confined 
to a single hair it would shoot 
up 42 feet in a day. 
Naturally, a fellow can’t tell 
one whisker to grow and the 
others not to. But why could- 
n t all the hermits who are 
mad at life simply lie down 
and let their beards grow out 
and strangle civilization? 
Because, fortunately, their 
beard would grow only to a 
length of about 18 inches, 
then stop. 


“A WHISKER GROWS that 
long in about three years 
when it reaches 
maturity, 
dies and falls out,” explained 
Shnitzler, “and another whis­ 
ker starts growing to replace 
it.” 
Nature t h i n k s of every­ 
thing. 
Other whisker lore: 
A dry male whisker is about 
as tough as a copper wire. 
Color is not as sure a sign of 
toughness as age. A white 
whisker in Ernest Heming­ 
way’s beard is likely to be 
tougher than a dark hair in 
Tennessee Williams’ beard be­ 
cause Hemingway is older.

The new Congress which 
convenes today will look and 
act much like its predecessor, 
almost a facsimile. The party 
division in the Senate will be 
exactly the same — 49 Dem­ 
ocrats, 47 Republicans — and 
in the House the Democrats 
likely will have three more 
seats, i majority of 16. 
This means another periwl 
of divided government — the 
executive 
a n d 
legislative 
branches controlled by differ­ 
ent parties — which used to 
dismay the politicians and 
political writers but which 
worked not badly during the 
past two years. 


WHAT IS OFTEN over­ 
looked, however, is that di­ 
vided government is becom­ 
ing a habit with the Ameri­ 
can voters rather than an ex­ 
ception. 
President 
Wilson 
had two years of divided gov­ 
ernment as 
did 
President 
Hoover. 
It 
didn’t 
happen 
again for 14 years. But now 
we are in the process of hav­ 
ing divided government 50 
per cent of the time—two 
years under President Tru­ 
man and at least four years 
under President Eisenhower 
—six out of the current 12 
years. 
The only net change result­ 
ing from the 1956 elections 
is that the Republican party 
in Congress moved slightly 
to the left and the Democratic 
party moved slightly to the 
right; or, you could say that 
each 
p a r t y 
was 
nudged 
slightly toward the political 
center. 


THE NATIONAL Commit- 
tee For an Effective Congress 
for example, sees a distinct 
gain for the supporters of the 
president in the substitution 
of Sen. John S. Cooper of 
Kentucky and Jacob Javits of 
New York for Eugene D. Mil- 
likin of Colorado and John W. 
Bender of Ohio, and suggests 
that Kentucky's other new 
Republican senator, Thruston 
B. Morton, will be a more ef­ 
fective Eisenhower man than 
the outgoing James H. Duff 
of Pennsylvania. 
The NCEC sees no change 
on the liberal 
side of the 
Democratic party with Sen. 
John 
Carroll of 
Colorado, 
Frank Church of Idaho and 
Joseph Clark of Pennsylvania 
substituted for Alben Bark­ 
ley of Kentucky, Harley M. 
Kilgore of West Virginia and 
Herbert H. Lehman of New 
York. But it does see the 
substitution of Sen. Herman 
Talmadge for Walter George 
of Georgia as involving “a 
shift from a very stable con­ 
servatism to a potential of 
radical right demagoguery.” 


THE RESULTS OF the 1956 
Congressional elections were 
unprecedented at two points. 
This was the first time since 
the present two-party system 
came into being that a party 
won the presidency and si­ 
multaneously lost both houses 
of Congress. 
What is more important, it 
seems to me, is that, unlike 
the position in 1930 and 1931, 
when the Democrats took the 
House from the unpopular 
Hoover and in 1946 when the 
Republicans won the House 
when Truman’s prestige was 
at its lowest, this year the 
Republicans lost both houses 
of Congress despite the fact 
that their presidential nomi­ 
nee was at the very peak of 
his popularity. 
Thus in 1954 the Republi­ 
can party lost Congress when 
President Eisenhower wasn’t 
running and in 1956 lost Con­ 
gress when President Eisen­ 
hower was running and win­ 
ning better than ever before. 


THESE FACTS, I should 
think, compel one important 
conclusion: the 1958 Congres­ 
sional election will be de­ 
termed by what the Republi­ 
cans do for their party in 
Congress, not what President 
Eisenhower does for the par­ 
ty in the White House. 
In a word, the ability of 
the Republican party to re­

Not Answer 


To Accidents 


SACRAMENTO (CNS) — 
With the passage of each holi­ 
day season, the attention of 
the state again is called to 
the highway menace to life 
and property. Each time rec­ 
ords are broken for people 
killed in traffic accidents, 
someone comes up with a rat­ 
tle-brained idea to stop the 
carnage. 
This time it’s Commission­ 
er Bernard R. Caldwell of the 
California Highway Patrol. As 
a result of the 
screaming 
headlines blasting the news 
about 73 Christmas deaths in 
California, he will once again 
ask the Legislature to ap­ 
prove what he calls a “realis­ 
tic’’ speed ceiling of 65 miles 
an hour. 


CALDWELL'S 
intentions 
no doubt, are good. With a 
speed limit of 65 miles an 
hour, the commissioner can 
have his men make more ar­ 
rests and present a better rec­ 
ord to cover up what appears 
to be his inefficiencies as an 
administrator. 
As far as a speed limit of 
65 milies 
an 
hour is con­ 
cerned, in this day and age 
of super-highways and high- 
powered 
automobiles, 
th e 
commissioner might as well 
ask for complete abandon­ 
ment of the automobile and 
seek a return to the horse 
and buggy days. Even in those 
days, there were accidents. 


TODAY, 
HOWEVER, 
re­ 
sponsibility has been trans­ 
ferred from the horse to the 
human. Primarily, the driver 
has 
refused to accept the 
grave 
responsibility placed 
upon him when he gets be­ 
hind the wheel of a car. 
In addition to the respon­ 
sibility, it’s the mental atti­ 
tude of the driver which must 
be acclimated to the condi­ 
tions of 1957 traffic. In other 
words, the individual driver 
has to recognize the fact that 
there are other people on the 
road. 


THEN TOO, rather than fix 
a rigid 65-mile law on stretch­ 
es of road where greater 
speeds are 
perfectly safe, 
Caldwell might try some en­ 
forcement along other lines 
and attack the problem at its 
source, which is the driver’s 
license. 
Of course, the Highway Pa­ 
trol is not wholly to blame for 
the great army of people who 
have driver’s licenses, yet 
are not fit to sit behind the 
wheel of an automobile. This 
stems back to the courts, the 
Department of Motor Vehi­ 
cles, and finally the state Leg­ 
islature. 


On the 
other hand, the 
Highway Patrol could work 
wonders by more rigid en­ 
forcement of the driver li­ 
cense laws, and start weed­ 
ing out those individuals who 
don’t know how to handle a 
car. 


Even if Caldwell had all 
the highway patrolmen ’ie 
wanted, he could hardly do an 
enforcement job if the speed 
laws are unrealistic. And un­ 
realistic they would be if the 
state continues to provide 
hundred mile an hour high­ 
ways, and then turns around 
and 
tells 
the 
people they 
can’t use what they’ve paid 
for.

Number of people in the 
county is estimated at 119,500 
for Jan. 1, 1957, compared with 
114,400 for Jan. 1, 1956. 
Tax base, or assessed value 
of taxable property in the 
county for this fiscal y e a r , 
1956-57, is $160.142,783, com­ 
pared with $144,356,480 for 
1955-56. 
Taxable property per person 
in the county averages $1,395 
for thtS year, compared with 
$1,317 for last year. 
County-wide tax levy on pro­ 
perty is at the rate of $2.30 per 
$100 of taxable property in the 
county for this fiscal year, com­ 
pared with $2.31 for 1955-56. 
This is only one of the tax 
rates levied on property in the 
county, the association pointed 
out.

Dozer Slashes 2-Mile Road 


On Burdell M ountain Slope 


By RILL WHITE 
Marin's driest December on 
record and the distastrous fire 
last week at Malibu have induc­ 
ed North Marin fire fighters to 
take a look in their own “75- 
square-mile hack yard.” 
The result is the current con­ 
struction of about two miles 
of fire trail, and inspection of 
key fire roads in a 100-mile 
network to see that none are 
blocked by a fallen tree or 
boulder. 
At a time when the roads 
are normally deep mud, nego­ 


tiable only by deer, cattle and 
squirrels, the fire department’s 
four-wheel-drive jeep, manned 
by Fire Chief George Caval- 
lero, kicks up dust from the 
bone dry roads. Deer, search­ 
ing dry grass for an occasional i 
green blade, bound away at J 
nearly every turn. 
Thursday, bulldozer operator 
Manuel Silva, on loan from the 1 
county 
fire 
department 
at 
Woodacre. arrived with a huge 
bulldozer aboard a likewise 
huge diesel truck and semi­ 
trailer, 
• 


Access Road Needed 


Cavallero explained the cur­ 
rent problem. On the east slope 
of Burdell Mountain just north 
of Novato, about a mile and a 
half of the canyon slashed 
mountainside had no fire road 
access. The solution: bisect that 
area with fire road running 
down a prominent ridge: cut 
the road clear to Highway 101. 
A distance of little over a mile 
would be traversed by a road 
nearly two miles, by offhand 
estimate. 
On the scene, Cavallero, Sil- j 
va and the Independent-Journal I 
reporter scrambled down the 


slope for nearly half a mile. 
Silva, who has built many miles 
of fire roads in Marin hills, and 
who is admired for his prowess 
with a bulldozer, sort of “engi­ 
neered the problem in 
his 
mind” as he went. 
He can guess whether an out­ 
cropping of rock is a surface 
layer and can be gouged out, 
or whether it is a deep vein 
to be avoided. And because a 
slope can be deceptive, he can 
“borrow” from the “engineer­ 
ing” already done by deer and 
cattle which have laced the 
slopes with little paths worn 
where the grade is shallow'. 


Trees-Must Come Down 


The job will sacrifice a few 
trees. A white oak or live oak 
will have to come out here. 
Further down is a thick growth 
of bay trees (California laurel). 
Here also grow husky manzan* 
ita trees, not just bushes. Some 
have butts tw* feet thick. 
At 
a 
clearing, 
Cavallero 
pointed out the fire hazard in 
dead grass so thin it would 
hardly hide a field 
mouse. 
“With a little wind, a fire would 
go across that like mad. But 
it doesn't look like there’s even 
enough to burn,” he said. 
In the heavily forested areas, 


a thick mat of crisp dry leaves 
would burn fast and smolder 
long. Dead limbs, twigs, and 
many of the live trees—there 
is little evergreen growth in 
the district—add to the danger­ 
ously combustible materials. 
All this dead and rotting ma­ 
terial and the live trees and 
shrubs, grass and weeds, are 
what the fire department must 
do its best to retain. When the 
rains come, the dead and live 
vegetation act like a blotter to 
soak up the water, dribble it 
slowly into the earth, and let 
it seep off.

Rain Could Cause Flood 


Otherwise, on hills denuded 
by fire, a heavy rain would run 
off at a furious rate and wash 
tons of mud and silt into the 
valleys, covering roads, filling 
drainage ways. 
The lake at 
Stafford Dam, North Marin’s 
water supply, would soon fill 
to the water level, and there 
would be no room for the wa­ 
ter supply. 
From the new fire road, Ca­ 
vallero continued the tour of 
roads on the slopes of Burdell 
Mountain, and into the north­ 
west 
part 
of 
the 
district, 
through hills and valleys and 
across large ranches. A few 


tree limbs and small rocks had 
tumbled onto the trails, but 
none that would stop or slow 
down a fire truck. 
The following day, Cavallero 
took off again in his grinding, 
powerful four-wheel-drive jeep, 
climbing over the main trails 
in the southwest part of the 
district. In one place the trail 
winds through the bottom of a 
canyon, with walls so steep the 
sun rarely hits the trail—and 
it’s still muddy from seepage 
out of the mountain. Tiny mea­ 
dows are blanketed with bright 
green 
but 
closely 
cropped 
grass.

LAW IN ACTION 
Accessories In Crime 


Can Be Held Liable

Mystery books abound with 
plotters and with accessories 
—before and after the fact. 
California, like most other 
states, has done away with ac­ 
cessories (helpers) before the 
fact. 
If somebody helps to commit 
a crime (but isn’t there on the 
job when the others do it) he’s 
just as guilty as the ones who 
do the deed. In California law 
he is a principal and not an 
accessory. And this can and 
has been serious. 
For example, a couple of 
safe crackers case a store and 
plan to rob it. Their “fence” 
helps them with a get-away 
car and tells them where to 
hide after the crime. 
If the fence has anything to 
do with the deed, the law will 
hold him aiso as a robber even 
if he’s hundreds of miles away. 
And if by chance or on purpose 
the safe crackers happen to 
kill a watchman, the law will 


hold the fence just as guilty 
of 
murder no matter who 
pulled the trigger. 
Suppose somebody—a sweet­ 
heart or a pal—hides the rob­ 
bers (or murderers) out. Then 
the hider-outer would be an 
accessory after the fact. And 
this is a crime, too. 
Sometimes people will plan 
(that is, corispire) to do a 
crime, but may be caught be­ 
fore they do it. Or the plan 
will misfire. That should offer 
no comfort at all to the con­ 
spirators; for to plan is exact­ 
ly the same as to do it. 
For example, to plan a rob­ 
bery (which is a felony) will 
subject a person to the same 
punishment as if he carried out 
his plan.

crimes. The law adds an extra 
penalty for “contributing to 
the delinquency of a minor.” 
Long before Dickens’ Oliver 
Twist and Fagan the world 
had 
shown 
its 
indignation 
against those who would use 
young people to aid them in 
crime.

Cooking Burdens Were Eased 


For Housewives During Year

Right now as we face a new 
year confronted by all those 
bills hanging over from the old 
year, seems a fine time to 
check up on some of our thrift 
habits, if any. A good diet de­ 
pends not so much on the 
amount of money it costs as 
on the nutritive value of the 
different foods selected for it. 
If we’re going to balance our 
budgets, we’re going to find it 
necessary to wage a little war 
on waste in our kitchen, far 
from the gay abandon of De­ 
cember. 
Smart, 
e c o n o m y -m in d e d 
homemakers take into consid­ 
eration the season of the year, 
the plentifuls, the fresh foods 
covered in this new spaper’s 
weekly 
m arket 
report, 
the 
newspaper-advertised specials 
in all departm ents, the m arket 
displays of best buys. 
Waste begins with selection 
of food and carries right on 
through im proper storage and 
use of leftovers. Consider the 
prodigal amount of fat wasted 
through im proper storage. 
Leftover fats and drippings 
are good food and can be used 
again but they must be stored 
in a dry, cold, dark place. Left 
on stove to grow rancid, they’ll 
spoil flavor of other foods in 
which they are used. 
There’s waste in products 
that are carelessly prepared 
and so turn out to be failures. 
Careful measuring according to 
recipe or package directions 
can make the difference be­ 
tween a cake or dish that is 
thoroughly enjoyed 
or only 
half eaten. 


BACK TO GOOD OLD THRIFTY LAMB stew with 
flavorful green and yellow vegetables followed by 
fragrant baked apples that may be stuffed in many 
ways for delectable desserts suggested in our col­ 
umns today. 


When meat is improperly 
cooked, allowed to brown over­ 
ly much or cooked at too high 
a tem perature, it shrinks more 
than necessary; gives fewer 
servings per pound. 
To preserve best flavor of 
leftovers, heat them thorough­ 
ly but do not cook the food 
again. 
Leaf vegetables such as tops 
of beets or turnips, escarole, 
kale, spinach and collards are 
all approximately equal in food 
value. Use whichever is avail­ 
able at lowest price. 
Sweet potatoes and white po­ 
tatoes may be used interchange­ 
ably. W hite potatoes usually 
are the better buy but sweet 
potatoes are a treat once in 
a while. 
Odd bits of tomatoes, green 
onions, green peppers, celery 
and parsley can be depended 
upon to add new flavor and 
interest as well as bulk and 
nourishm ent to leftovers. 
Check the refrigerator and 
bread box each morning; other­ 
wise you may be amazed at 
what you find lurking there a 
few days hence. 
Fruits and vegetables, being 
perishable, should be bought 
only in reasonable quantities 
and with appreciation of refrig­ 
eration and storage space. They 
should be examined carefully 
for spots and bruises of any 
kind, tending toward early de­ 
cay. Almost any part of a vege­ 
table can be salvaged and will 
add nutritive value as well as 
flavor to your soup stock. 
Waste of milk can be avoided 
by utilizing sour milk in many 
delicious ways such as biscuits, 
pancakes, shortcakes, muffins 
among dozens in your cook­ 
books. 
Dried fruit and dried beans 
and peas which have been soak­ 
ed for several hours or over­ 
night 
require 
less 
cooking. 
They should be cooked in the 
w ater in which they are soak­ 
ed. retaining all those good 
health values. 
Macaroni products are per­ 
haps the most versatile and 
economical of all foods; make 
a fine meal when simply but­ 
tered, added to cream or cheese 
sauce; combine well with prac­ 
tically any other food. 
Fish and poultry are plenti­ 
ful in our area; comparatively 
inexpensive and may well be 


used in menus more often. 
Planned - overs 
save 
time, 
money and energy. One day’s 
good eating often makes an 
even better meal when new 
seasonings are added for pep- 
ping-up purposes. 
Brown and white eggs have 
the same food value. Use which­ 
ever costs less. 
Cook potatoes, both white 
and sweet in their jackets; eat 
skin and all. 
Eat all edible garnishes such 
as lettuce and parsley. 
Don’t peel tomatoes or pare 
cucumbers or apples; im port­ 
ant health values are in the 
skin. 


LAMB STEW 
The best perker-up for the 
budget and for the appetite 
after the holiday eating binge 
is a good old-fashioned lamb 
stew with fragrant, flavorful 
green and yellow vegetables, 
followed by the family’s favor­ 
ite baked apples. 
Lamb is a bargain beyond 
compare, especially the shoul­ 
der and breast of lamb cuts. 
We can hardly believe our 
eyes, so you'd best take a look 
too. If you’ve a freezer, put in 
a few extra meals. 
2 pounds lamb shoulder or 
breast of lamb cut in 
1-inch squares for stew­ 
ing 
2 tablespoons oil or 
shortening 
2 teaspoons salt 
Pepper 
4 tablespoons flour 
4 medium potatoes 
8 small onions 
4-6 carrots 
1 cup celery 
1 cup green beans 
Garlic, if desired 
Chopped parsley 
Heat oil or shortening; add 
lamb and carefully brown on 
all sides using m oderate heat. 
Don’t crowd. Sprinkle with salt, 
pepper and flour, coating lamb 
well. Brown for a few m inutes 
longer, then add boiling water 
to not quite cover meat. Cover 
tightly. Simmer gently for 45 
minutes. 
Add 
the 
potatoes, 
pared and cubed, whole small 
onions, carrots scraped 
and 
sliced thick, celery cut in 
inch lengths. Add a generous 
dash of salt and handful of 
chopped or dried parsley. Cov­ 
er and simmer 40 minutes long­ 
er, adding green beans during 
last 10 minutes. Eight servings. 
Many like to top this with 
dumplings toward cooking end. 
Our family likes to add a bay 
leaf, a clove of garlic finely 
chopped, a dash of thyme or 
oregano and a teaspoon of cara­ 
way seed early in the making. 


APPLES AT PEAK 
Boon to the busy homemaker 
is baked apples which may be 
prepared in advance, even a 
whole day ahead. Then when 
dinner time comes around, re­ 
heat them and serve. No one 
needs to be rem inded that ap­ 
ples are at peak of their eating 
goodness, plentiful in our m ar­ 
kets. 
Apple Buying. It’* wise to 


buy apples with an eye to how 
they are to be used. There are 
broad-shouldered red Delicious 
apples which hail from Wash­ 
ington State’s famous apple val­ 
leys, ideal for eating out of 
hand and salad making. There 
are crisp, juicy, all-purpose ap­ 
ples like the rosy Jonathans 
and golden Delicious and the 
red and yellow striped Rome 
Beauties which are unsurpassed 
for baking. 


MACAROONED APPLES 
Using 6 Jonathan, golden De­ 
licious or Rome Beauty apples, 
core and pare the top third of 
each apple. Fill with 6 crum ­ 
bled coconut macaroons. Com­ 
bine and cream together 1 cup 
sugar, dash of salt, 2 table­ 
spoons shredded orange rind 
and Vi cup softened butter or 
margarine. Add % cup orange 
juice combined with V2 cup 
water. Add a little red food col­ 
oring if you like. 


Pour sauce over filled apples 
in deep baking dish. Bake un­ 
covered in m oderate oven, 350 
degrees, about 45 minutes or 
until tender. Baste frequently 
with pan sauce to glaze. Serve 
plain or with whipped cream 
flavored with a little shredded 
orange rind. Six servings. 


Sugar and Cinnamon. Fill 
center of each apple with sugar 
and cinnamon, place 1 teaspoon 
butter on each apple. Bake with 
a little w ater in pan. 


Cinnamon Candy and Rais­ 
ins. Stuff apples with combin­ 
ation of equal amounts of seed­ 
less raisins and chopped apple. 
Make 
syrup 
using 
e q u a l 
amounts of light corn syrup 
and water; add 2 tablespoons 
red cinnamon candies. Pour 
cinnamon sirup over apples 
and bake.

Salads Have Old And Humble 
Origins With Latin Roots 


Salads 
have 
an 
old—and 
humble— origin. It seems that 
in early Homan days, the poor 
dipped 
chicory 
and 
other 
greens in salt to make them 
tastier. In fact, “ salad” is de­ 
rived from “sal,” the Latin 
word for salt. In sixteenth and 
seventeenth century English, 
salad had many spellings—the 
most frequent, “salat” and “sal- 
let.” Although the first salads 
were of herbs and leafy veg­ 
etables. by the seventeenth cen­ 
tury, chicken, fish and lobster 
had been added to the greens. 
At the end of the 1600s, John 


Evelyn, an Englishman, wrote 
the first known book on salads. 
In “Acetaria or a Discourse 
on Salads.” he described the 
salad in this way: “Imparting 
order to chaos, it furnished the 
cooks with intelligent rules and 
wholesome precepts, and gave 
precise limits to an art whose 
special followers had hitherto 
been the champions of gastro­ 
nomic license and the illustra­ 
tors of gastronomic caprice.” 


Through the years, salads 
have become even more popu­ 
lar and diversified. Now they 
either accompany the main

America's Food Bill 


Reaches 70 Billion 


By RIPLEY WATSON 
NEW YORK (J*)—America’s 
food bill showed no signs of 
shrinking in 1956. 
Paul S. Willis, president of 
the Grocery Manufacturers of 
America, estimates the total 
amount spent on food this year 
at between 70 and 71 billion 
dollars. Most of that is the ap­ 
proximately 45 billion spent in 
supermarkets and corner groc­ 
ery stores. It also includes food 
money at institutions, restau­ 
rants, roadside stands, milk 
and bread routes. 
The total is about five to six 
per cent above 1955’s 67 billion 
and the steady rate of growth 
means sales of about 73 billion 
next year, Willis figures. By 
1965, he has said, the nation 
may well be shelling out 100 
billion dollars a year for food. 
Back in 1939, by way of con 
trast, the tab for food was a 
mere 16 billions. 
Mushrooming sales of the 
so-called convenience products,

on which the housewife has 
little or no preparation prob­ 
lem, helped boost food sales. 
For example a selection of 
representative time-saving gro­ 
ceries scored a sales increase 
four times as large as their 
uprocessed counterparts in a 
year-long test, Willis said. 
Agriculture Department ex­ 
perts say changed eating habits 
of 
Americans 
have 
helped 
send sales upwards, too. In re 
cent years, they say, Americans 
have been eating a larger pro­ 
portion 
of 
relatively 
fancy 
foods such as beef, fruits, veg­ 
etables, chicken, eggs and dairy 
products, 
and less of such 
things as bread and potatoes. 
Fast-growing 
frozen 
foods 
neared the two billion dollar 
mark in sales, industry sources 
said, with an advance of about 
10 per cent over 1955. 
The National Frozen Food 
Distributors 
Assn. 
estimated 
total production at close to 
nine billion pounds, up from 
slightly over eight billion 
year. Almost a billion and 
half of the total was in frozen 
vegetables. 
Prepared foods such as com­ 
plete dinners, pies and meat 
pies increased 20 per cent, to 
750 million pounds from 625 
million. Frozen meats also did 
well, moving up to 325 million 
pounds from 250 million. 
How about 1957? Indications 
are retail food store prices will 
be one to two per cent higher. 
Meat supplies will continue 
large in 1957, the Agriculture 
Department says, but not quite 
as large as this year’s recond 
volume. Most of the difference 
will show up in the first half 
of the year. 
Supplies of eggs, broilers 
and turkeys are likely to ex­ 
ceed record levels established 
in 1956, and total milk produc­ 
tion may well do the same. 
Fruits and vegetables will be 
about as plentiful as this year.

The directors of the Construction Industries Council Tuesday expressed concern that 
they were not officially informed of the fact that there was to be a vacancy for the 
post of chief building inspector. This position vitally affects Marin’s No. 1 industry. 
It was their understanding that the Council would be consulted on matters concern­ 
ing home-building in Marin. 


After lengthy discussion they were still of the opinion that there should be a clean 
separation between the building inspection department and the Department of Public 
Works. 


The overlapping of jurisdictions has created an atmosphere of uncertainty and delay 
that is not working out to the best interest of the businessmen and future home­ 
owners of Marin. The burdens which the rapid development of the county have thrust 
upon the Director of Public Works are such that it is impossible for him to co-ordinate 
two separate and distinct departments. 


Widespread growing pains of the county, made acute by booming population, ever- 
increasing subdivisions, the new bridge and other happy but sometimes confusing 
signs of progress, require a separate commission to deal with these problems. 


Such a commission could then lay out clean-cut and orderly policies for these two 
separate departments. 


Be assured that we will cooperate in any and all ways toward the establishment of 
the separation suggested above- and the formation of such a commission.

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Marin Survivor Recalls Sinking Of Ferryboat 
San Rafael Off Alcatraz Waters 55 Years Ago 


Fifty-five years ago, on Nov. 
30, 1901, the ferryboat San Ra­ 
fael sank in foggy darkness off 
Alcatraz Island, with the loss 
of four persons, two horses, 
and injuries to two of the pas­ 
sengers, including the captain. 


Recollections of that colli­ 
sion were described this week 
by a San Rafael survivor, who 
was rem inded of the sinking 
when she read a brief account 
printed in the “20 Years Ago” 
column of the Independent- 
Journal. 


Mrs. Dan Schneider of 1011 
Irwin street, San Rafael, wid­ 
ow of San Rafael’s form er fire 
chief, recalls she had gone 
shopping in San Francisco that 


day with her 3-year-old son, 
Nullet. 


“We left San Francisco about 
6 o’clock,” she remembers. “It 
was a foggy night late in No­ 
vember. The San Rafael was 
headed for Sausalito, and the 
ferryboat Sausalito was going 
tov.ard San Francisco. I was 
sitting in the cabin holding the 
boy when all of a sudden we 
felt a shock.” 


The Sausalito’s bow had split 
the San Rafael in two. The two 
crafts were lashed together 
and the mass evacuation rrom 
the sinking craft to the other 
was on. 
“We had to crawl through 
the cabin window, and I gave 


my boy to a man behind me,” 
Mrs. 
Schneider 
continued. 
“Just then I fell forward and 
tumbled into the (ferryboat) 
Sausalito.” 
The man and her son were 
marooned on the sinking craft 
but he jum ped into the water 
just as the boat sank and man­ 
aged to throw the boy and him­ 
self into a lifeboat. Nullet not 
only 
survived 
that 
narrow 
escape, but subsequently joined 
the Navy and survived two 
world wars. He is now a re­ 
tired Navy officer living in San 
Mateo. 
Capt. J. T. McKenzie of the 
ill-fated ferryboat was badly 
hurt about the head. Four per­ 
sons died. 


Mrs. Schneider recalls two 
horses 
were 
being 
ferried 
across to Marin that night, and 
both perished. 


The survivors were taken 
back to San Francisco on the 
Sausalito, and many rode back 
to Marin. “But not for me,” 
said Mrs. Schneider. “I had 
had enough for one night and 
stayed with a relative in San 
Francisco.” 
Mrs. Schneider’s husband was 
fire chief in San Rafael until 
his death about 18 years ago. 
Her other son, Jack, is an in­ 
surance man in San Rafael. 


The San Rafael was a single­

both captains sounded th eir 
whistles. When Captain Me- • 
Kenzie saw the lights of the 
Sausalito, the craft were only 
one length apart. McKenzie 
backed his engines, but the 
Sausalito rammed into the star­ 
board side. 
It was the worst marine dis­ 
aster in the long and rom antic 
history of ferry service in Ma­ 
rin County. The last of the 
ferries in the county, the auto 
ferry to Richmond, ended Iasi 
Septem ber with the opening of
